DEMONSTRATION. "THE THING THAT MADE IT A HEADLINE IN 
THE WASHINGTON POST WAS THAT A NEWS REPORTER GOT HIT 
ON THE ANKLE," THE PRESIDENT SAID. 

IN QUITO, MRS. CARTER TOLD ECUADOREAN LEADERS 
"TERRIFIED" OVER PERUVIAN ARMS BUILDUP. THEY HAVE SOVIET 
PLANES PLUS TANKS, ONE SAID. 

- PERU SAYS IT MERELY TRYING TO MODERNIZE.

HAD GOOD VISIT THERE DESPITE DEMONSTRATION. PRESIDENT 
SAID SHE TOLD HIM IN TELEPHONE CONVERSATION SHE DID NOT 
KNOW ANYTHING ABOUT DEMONSTRATION. "IT MUST HAVE BEEN 
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A VERY MINOR THING, MR. CARTER COMMENTED. ECUADOR IS 
SHIFTING TOWARD A DEMOCRACY. THEY ARE GOING TO HAVE 
FREE ELECTIONS WHICH I THINK IS VERY GOOD." MRS. CARTER 
WENT TO ECUADOR BECAUSE, PRESIDENT SAID: WE WANTED TO 
HAVE A DEMONSTRATION OF OUR FRIENDSHIP TOWARD ECUADOR 
BECAUSE THEIR DEEP CONCERN ABOUT HUMAN RIGHTS AND BE-
